Species A, claims(s) 7-9, drawn to a displacement measuring apparatus 
comprising displacement operation means comprising preadders, adder, subtracter, and 
a divider. 

Species B, claims 11-12, drawn to a displacement measuring apparatus 
comprising processing means comprising a deviation detection means and a correction 
value storage means and a scan initiation detection means and a counting means. 

Species C, claim 13, drawn to a displacement measuring apparatus comprising 
processing means comprising a calibration mode and a measurement mode. 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added.

As shown by the JP 10-300420 

reference provided by the applicant , "the special features" which appeasers to be the 

lens array does not overcome the prior art. Each of Groups contain limitations which 

might overcome the prior art but the mere limitation of the lens array does not overcome 



the prior art. 

Furthermore, examiner notes that claims 1-6, 10 and 14-15 will be treated as "generic 
claims".
